THE CREAT AUSTRALIAN NUCCET. 


A Solid Lump of Gold--Large asa Leg 
of Mutton. 


It was a solid mass of gold as large 
or larger than a leg of mutton, and 
not unlike one in shape. This Was 
the mass which has since become 
known as the Welcome nugget. A 
fac simile of it may now be seen in 
the mineral department of the Boston 
Museum of Natural History, where 
the weight is given as 2166 ounces, 
and the value as $41, 822 70. The 
further iuformation is imparted that 
the nugget is the largest piece of gold 
ever found. This is an error. A lar- 
ger nugget was found at Bendigo lead 
on February 9, 1869; it weighed 189 
pounds and one ounee or 2269 ounces. 

The Welcome nugget, htge a3 it 
was, did not enrich the finders, for 
there were twelve shareholders in it, 

and it brought them less than £1000 
each; it would have been a lucky find 
for a ‘couple of mates. The man who 
dug it out fainted dead away before 
he unearthed it. When his pick first 
struck it he put forth his hand tu 
pick up the lump; tze light from his 
candle fell upon it and revealed its na- 
ture. ‘To his surprise it did not yield 
to his touch; then he begin to feel 
around it with his hands, and it grew 
in size under his exploring digits. He 
gave it a wrench but it did not budye. 
Seizing his pick, he began to dig 
around it, and as its true proportions 
grew under his eye, the spectacle 
overcame him, and he fainted from 


joy. 


A Divorce Law for France. 


M. Naquet is stumping .France in 
favor of a divorce law, and his plead- 
ing has been so convincing that he has 
converted or silenced nearl all his op- 
ponents. One of the last anecdotes 
he related to show the superiority of 
divorce over separation, which leaves 
the husband with full power over the 
wife, was this: Some years ago a man 
was tried fur his life and condemned 
to death.

ANOTHER DEFAULTER. 


A Central Pacific Official Charged With 
Embezziement. 


From the Ogden Dispatch of Monday. 
About noon to-day a rumor gained 
circulation that Mr. J. F. Graham, 
cashier ef the Central Pacitic Railroad 
Company here, had been detected in 
defalcations amounting to 812,000. A 
tch reporter at once repaired to 
the Central Pacific headquarters to 
ascertain particulars, but found the of- 
ficers of the road exceedingly reticent 
about the affair, and was unable tu 
learn enything further than the fol- 
lowing: 

For some time the managers of the 
Central Pacific Company have suspect- 
ed that all was not right with freight 
matters here, and had quietly institu- 
ted an investigation, resulting in the 
discovery last Saturday evening of 
grave irregularities, seriously implica- 
ting Mr. Graham. This tnorniog Hon. 

Thomas Marshal, the railroad com- 
pany's attorney, was summoned here 
from Salt Lake and, after a few hours’ 
consultation with the officers of the 
road. drew up a complain:, and noti- 
fied United States District Attorney 
Percival J. Barrett, who cunsed the 
arrest of Mr. Graham, and he was taken 
before Commissioner McNutt for ex- 
amination on the first charge—em- 
bezzlement of $12,304 67. 

The accused waived examination, 
and was held to answer. His bonds 
were fixed at $20,000, and will prob- 

ubly be given during the evening.

he is out. of danger, though the re-

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The Verdict in the Case of the Webber 
Lake Suicide. 


Last Friday morning, at Webber 
Lake, an inquest was held upon the 
drowned body of Miss Mallett, the 
particulars of whose tragic death were 
published in Friday’s Gazette. The 
coroner's jury rendered the following 
VEEKDICT: 


Webber Lake. 

In the matter of the inquisition 
upon the body of Miss Rowena L. Mal- 
lett, deceased, before Wm. L. Blatch- 
ley, J. P., acting as Coroner. 

We, the undersigned, the jurors 
summoned to appear before Wm. L. 
Blatchley, Justice of the Peace, act-
